American  history 
is  painted  on  the  ceiling  of  the  Capitol  Hill  and  Lincoln 's  presidential  box  at  Ford's 
theatre  remains  untouched.  At  the  Holocaust  Museum,  the  sufferings  of  a  shameful  past 
are  shared.  At  Arlington  National  Cemetery,  evidence  of  sacrifice  is  everywhere. 
Monuments  to  Martin  Luther  King,  Thomas  Jefferson,  Lincoln,  and  Roosevelt  reveal  the 
evolution  of  American  democracy  regardless  of  the  times.
